AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF SOUTH EL MONTE
APPROVING THE ANNEXATION TO THE CITY OF SOUTH
EL MONTE OF THE TERRITORY KNOWN AND DESIGNATED
AS ANNEXATION NO. gz - UNINHABITED

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF SOUTH EL MONTE DOES HEREBY ORDAIN
AS FOLLOWS:

SECTION 1: That the City Council of the City of South El Monte did, on the jg¢p
day of January, 1964 , send « copy of the proposed boundaries of said An-
nexation No. to the Los Angeles Couanty Boundary Comimission.

That said territory proposed to be anne. zd to szid City of South E1 Monte is situated in
the County of Los Angeles, State of Cal.fornia, and is uninhabited territory.

That the City Council duly assembled at a regular meeting held on the j7i; day of
siarceh, 1004 , passed Resolution Nc, §<-...3 wherein the City on its own motion
initiated proceedings to annex Annexation No. ., , and did find that said territory in
said Annexation No. 63 did not form & part of any municipal corporation, and did find
that said territory is contiguous to the City of South E]l Monte and is uninhabited terri-
tory.

That on the 1%thday of March, 18C2 , at a regular meeting of said Council of the
City of South El Monte, Resolution No. gda-olb was duly adopted and approved,
specifically describing the boundaries of the ierritory so proposed to be annexed to the
City of South El1 Monte and designating such territory as  JAnnexction Mo, 3

and giving notice of such annexation and fixing the 5th day of _lay, 1564 at the
hour of 7:30 o'clock p. m. at the regular meeting place of the City Council of the City
of South El Monte at the City Hall, 9910 Rush Street, South El Monte, California, as
the day, hour and place for hearing of written protests to said annexation and when and
where any person owning real property within such territory so proposed to be annexed
and having objections to the proposed annexation might appear before the City Council
of the City of South El Monte and present written objecticn s to the annexation of said
territory to the City of South El Monte, and directing the City Clerk to post a copy of
this resolution in at least three conspicuous places within the territory proposed tobe
annexed and further directing the City Clerk to cause a copy of Resolution No. ({-553
to be published at least twice, but not more often than once a week in the El Monte
Herald, a newspaper of general circulation published outside the City of South El Monte,
and further directing that said posting and publication be completed at least twenty (20)
days prior to the date of hearing above mentioned.

Said resolution further directed the City Clerk of the City of South El Monte to cause
written notice of such proposed annexation 1o be mailed to each person to whom land
within the territory proposed to be annexed is assessed in the last equalized county
assessment roll available on the date the proceedings were initiated, at the address
shown on said assessment roll or as known tc said City Clerk, and to any person who

has filed his name and address and the designation of lands in which he has any interest,
either legal or equitable, with said City Clerk; and that in the event that land within

the territory proposed to be annexed to the City of South El1 Monte is owned by a County,
that the City Clerk shall cause written notice of such proposed annexation to be mailed {3
to the Board of Supervisors of such County, and directing that such notice be given not T

less than twenty (20) days before the first public hearing on the proposed annexation. "’@



That on the hour, day and atl the place ¢32ciZicd in zaicd Resoluion No. B the
City Council of the City of South £1 Mcaie, ¢ic mect and cssemble to hear all protests
filed or received up te the hour of 7:3¢ . oloox p.al. on said date. The City Council
having found that all requirements of .. -ai. icso.uiion nad been met, and that there
were insufficient protests filed, withir. .nc weaning of Government Code Section 33313,
ciosed the said hearing.

the City of South El Mecnte, and from and affer the effective date of such annexation,
